Mount Frightened as 
Rides on Way to Military 
Camp at Elgin. 


CRASHED INTO CARRIAGE. 


Gov. Charies 8. Deneen, commander-in- 
chief of the Illinois National guard, had a 
narrow escape late yesterday afternoon. His 
horse, having been frightened, reared and 
plunged, then dashed into an equipage on 
the road leading to the review grounds at 
Elgin, I). 

The governor, accompanied by his aids 
de camp, was riding to Camp Deneen to re- 
view the First regiment. Beside the gov- 
ernor was Col. Richard J. Shand, who was 
mounted on a spirited animal. The colonel's 
horse shied and jumped against the govern- 
or’s mount. 

The governor’s horse in turn became un- 
manageable. With the bit in its teeth the 
animal leaped off the roadway and dashed 
into a carriage at the side. The governor's 
leg was crunched between the horse and 
the carriage. 


General Stampede Feared. 
The rearing and plunging of the two anl- 
mals threw the mounts of the entire staff 
into alarm and there was danger of a stam- 
pede. Gov. Deneen, who is a good horse- 
man, succeeded in getting his beast under 
control despite the fact that he was. suffer- 
ing severe pain. The other officers suc- 
ceeded in quieting their horses and coming 
to the ald of their chief. 
When the horses were quieted the entire 
staff rode back to the regimental headquar- 
ters and dismounted. A physician was called. 
He examined the governor's leg and said 
it was not severely injured. 
It was governor's day in the camp, and 
more than 15,000 witnessed thearmy maneu- 
vers on the golf links of the public park. The 
crowd was excited by reports of the accident. 
It was first rumored that the governor had 
been badly hurt. When the executive rode 
up at the head of his staff following the 
accident he was lustily cheered. ‘i 


Crowd Cheers Quick Army Drill. 
The military exhibition given on Saturday 
at Grant park by the First and Second bat- 
talions was repeated @uring the day at Elgin.

GATES IN SINKING SPELL, 
BUT DOCTORS CHERISH HOPE. 


Financier, Near Death in Paris, Rallies 
Under Strong Restoratives After Chill 
—Rumor of Demise Goes Out.

PARIS. Aug. 3.—John W. Gates had a sud- 
den sinking spell late this afternoon similar 
to those he experienced on two previous 
occasions. For a moment it seemed that his 
pulse had stopped, but through his remark- 
able power of recuperation he rallied_satis- 
factorily. 

The sinking spell today followed a chill. 
The family hastily summoned all the physi- 
clans who have been in attendance and 
strong restoratives. were resorted to. The 
attack, however, seems to have affected Mr. 
Gates’ condition more than on the previous 
occasions, and tonight he is not quite so 
strong and his lungs are a little more con- 
gested. Nevertheless the physicians believe 
there is no immediate danger and still cher- 
ish a hope for Mr. Gates’ recovery. 

So ill was Mr. Gates that a rumor gained 
circulation that he was dead. Charles G. 
Gates, his son, gave prompt denial to this. 
It was admitted in a statement issued early 
in the evening, however, that the patient's 
condition was most critical during the sink- 
ing spell and that oxygen had to be resorted 


to.

Residents Along . Sheridan 
Road Petition for “Isles of 
Safety” as Protection. 


AUTOS CONSTANT PERIL. 


The martyrdom of Pitter, a small mongrel 
| dog, has done that which the death of one 
man and one woman failed to do. It has 
Started a petition for a safety light te pre- 
vent more deaths in the vicinity of Wilson 
avenue and Sheridan road. 

This shows how much the people of Wiison 
avenue loved Pitter. How much he loved 
the people Pitter showed when he gave his 
life Tuesday night fora child. 

Since the death in 1906 of his master, D. C. 
Eddy, the Chicago pioneer and attorney, Pit- 
ter had devoted his waking hours to protect- 
ing the children of his neighborhood from 
automoblilists along Sheridan road. Despite 
his years—which numbered 18—Pitter had a 
keen ear anda watchfuleye All day long he 
would lie in front of the residence of the 
daughter of his late master, Mrs. W. H. Fisk, 
844 Wilson avenue, guarding the children. A 
child might become se engrossed in play as to 
fail to see the eapproech ef some apeeding 
machine. 


He Always Saw Autos. 

Not so with Pitter. lt was his chosen task 
to see; his business, when the child seemed 
in danger, to dash forward with rusty barks 
of warning. Hundrede of times he barely 
escaped death; several times he was knocked 
over to the accompaniment of brutal augh- 
ter. 

Tuesday evening he lay at his post. A lit- 
tle after 6 o'clock two chikiren started diag- 
onally across Sheridan road. Pitter knew 
the children; they belonged in the neighbor- 
hood. He half rose to see if all was well. 
His gaze encountered a big touring car just 
whirling around the corner of Wilson and 
Evanston avenues. It wae moving swiftly. 
The children failed to see it, and, even as 
sitter bounded into the street, it rushed upon 
them. 


Fails to Leap from Course. 

Pitter leaped in the way, barking with all 
his might. The children jumped to one side 
and Pitter started to jump after them. Some- 
thing failed him, perhaps a wornout tendon, 
a weary paw. He did not jump far enough 
and the forewheel of the automobile, striking 
him, tossed him far to one side. He lap 
there. while the automobilists shot on. He 
was dead. 

The neighborhood children buried him the 
next day in the garden of the Fisk residence. 

Perhaps Pitter would be comforted to know 
that he did not give hie life in vain. Since 
his death neighbors have circulated a peti- 
tion for an “isle of safety” at the corner 
where he was killed, Wilson avenue and 
Sheridan road. — 

Within a block is the Leland avenue corner 
where John J. Bohn, the publisher, waskilled 
in January, and where Mrs. Kate Porter was 
killed a month ago.

The brief messages of tranamitta! to the 
senate were written and signed by the presi- 
dent today and tomorrow it will lie with the 
United States senate to ratify what has been 
termed the greatest step toward the aboil- 
tion of warfare that the world thus far has 
taken. Already there have been mutterings 
from the senate over these treaties. Presi- 
dent Taft is noncommittal, but is anxious 
to put them before that body before the 
adjournment of the epecial session. 


Informality at Signing. 

The ceremony of signing the treaties tou§ 
place in the president's library in the White 
ouse, only less historic than the east room. 
umerous treaties, including that between 

n and the United States, have been signed 
im’ that room and the messages of presidents 
and many important state documents have 
been written within its walls. 
Smell formality attended the ceremony. 
Secretary of State Knox, British Ambassador 
Bryce, Counselor Chandler Anderson of the 
state department, Osmund Ovey, second gec- 
retary of the British embaasy; the Vicomte 
Saint Phalle of the French embassy, two 
members of the cabinet, a score of newspaper 
men and three photographers were present. 
The treaty with Great Britain was signed 
at 3:10 this afternoon. Gecretary Knox and 
Ambassador Bryce signded duplicates at the 
me moment, while the photographers 
clicked their camerag in accompaniment to 
the goratching pens. The French treaty was 
signed by Mr. Knox one minute later. 


Taft Signs Txc M 
The treaties out of the way, President Taft 


laid the two messager to the senate. He 
affixed bis name and then, so far as the 
executive end of the government was con- 
cerned, the matter was concluded. 
The president's library had been cleared 
for the occasion. Only a flat top mahogany 
desk was left standing in one corner just 
under a window that looks out over the 
White House grounds and the Potomac river. 
On the desk were the treaties, the messages 
to the senate, an ink well with a golden 
eagie with outstretched wings on an onyx 
base, two pens, and a vase filled with golden 
rod, the national flower of the United States. 
A few minutes after 3 o'clock Secretary 
Knox took his seat on one side of the desk 
and Ambassador Bryce found his place just 
opposite. President Taft, Mr. Ovey, Secre- 
tary of Commerce and Labor Nagel, Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wilson, Secretary to the 
President C. D. Hilles, Maj. A. W. Butt, 
the presidents aid, and Counselor Ander- 
son stood in a group at one side. Mr. Knox 
looked at the photographers, took up e pen 
and waited.

Jusserand Signs in Paris. 
PARIS, Aug. 8.—American initiative in 
unrestricted arbitration was crowned today 
by the signing of a treaty of permanent 
peace by the terms of which France and 
the United States agree to submit to a neu~ 
tral court all differences that may arise 
between the two governments, even though 
the dignjty and honor and vital—interests 
of either republic may be igvolved. 

The ceremony of affixing the signature to 
the unprecedented document was simplicity 
‘Ytself, but was marked with a solemnity re- 
flected in the faces of those who, had the 
honor to take part.

,The first session was opened by Prof. John 
Clark of Columbia university, who voloed 
the ks of the bureau for the peace foun- 
dation established by Andrew Carnegie. 

Clark declined to accept the presidency 
of the bureau, although he was urged by his 
colleagues to take up the burden. Dr. Eu- 
gene Phillippovich of the University of Vien- 
ma thereupon was elected to that office. . 


- Explains Intent of Oarnégie. 

‘Nicholas Murray Butler, president of Co- 
lumbia university, in an address of welcome 
to the delegates on behalf of the Carnegie |: 
foundation, outlined the idea of the confer-. 
efice. We laid stress particularly on its es- 
sential international and scientific charac- 
ter, its work being directed, he said, toward 
the organization of an educational campaign } 
and the standardization of the peace move- 
ment. 

After a short discussion bearing on the 
problems to be discussed, it was decided to 
divide into four subcommittees..

NEW YORK GETS SIX MORE 


Illinois Will Have an Increase of 
Two Under the New Ap- 
portionment. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 3.—(Special. )— 
The house of representatives in the next 
congress will consist of 483 members, or 486 
if by that time Arizona and New Mexico shall 
have been admitted to statehood. 

The reapportionment bill, providing for this 
increase above the present membership of 
891, was passed by the senate today by an 
overwhelming majority. 

Illinois will get two new members of the 
house under the provisions of this bill. 

The advocates of the larger house proved 
go numerous by the time there had been three 
roll calls on amendments that the measure 
finally was passed by a viva voce vote. 

Senator Root’s amendment, providing thet 


the present membership of 391 should be re- 


tained, was defeated by a vote of 23 to 46. 
For his proposition there were seven pro- 


gressive and fifteen regular Republicans and 
one Democrat—Clarke of Arkansas. Against 
it were five progressives, twelve regulars, and 
twenty-nine Democrats. 


Senator McCumber’s compromise amend- 
ment limiting the membership of the house to 


Changes in State Delegations. 
Under this reapportionment no state will 
suffer a reduction in its membership, while 


twenty-five will have their representation in 


the house increased. New York gains the 
most members, six. The new apportionment 
compares by states with the present membere- 
ship of the house as follows:

Senators Cullom and Lorimer voted against 
the Root amendment, under the terms of 
which Illinols would havé lost one congreas- 
man, but voted for the McCumber proposal, 
which would have given the state its pres- 
ent twenty-five members. 

The Democrats who were fighting hard to 
put through the house bill for 486 members 
received unexpected support from the Re 
publican side. Last night the prospect was 
a close vote and Democrats were busy in 
the committee rooms till morning soliciting 
Republican votes. They were successful be- 
‘yond anticipation. 

The closest vote of the day resulted from 
the fight over Senator Burton's amendment 
prohibiting the manner of redistricting states. 
The house bill provided that the redistricting 
should be done by the legislature of each 
state. Senator Burton proposed to gubsti- 
tute a provision thet the redistricting should 
be accomplished in the manner prescribed 
by the laws of the state and in accordance 
with the condition that each ditsrict should 
be made up of contiguous and compact ter- 
ritory. He said’ that this change would tend 
to prevent gerrymandering. 


Burton Amendments Passed. 

This amendment was adopted by a vote of 
89 to 28, the principal opposition coming 
from the Democrats. Senator Reed of Mis- 
souri immeciately tried to get the house 
provision restored so that the redistricting 
would be done by the legislature or “ by the 
people.” But this failed by a vote of 29 to 38. 
Senator Burton also obtained the adoption 
of an amendment providing that representa- 
tives at large shall be nominated fn the same 
Way as governor of a state, unless otherwise 
provided for by the state law. 

With these two amendments the bill goes 
back to the house. The Democratic leaders 
there are In doubt tonight whether to accept 
the amendments or send the bili to confer- 
ence. The trouble is with the redistricting 
plan. The Democrats accuse the Repub- 
licans of trying to take redistricting away 
from Democratic legislatures in doubtfy! 
states. The Republicans charge that the 
house provision was a scheme by the Dem- 
ecrats to prevent redistricting in any man- 
ner but by the Democratic legislatures in 
such states as Missouri, Ohio, New York, and

Possible Hitch in Illinois.

Yesterday, after some petty trickery, Nichols 
was virtually “ railroaded ” by a sheriff and 
William J. Morgan, a city detective, back 
to Cambridge, Md. 

Nichols was little more than a boy when he 
forged notes: to the amount of several hun- 
dreds of dollars. When he found that he was 
discovered he fled Cambridge, and, coming to 
Chicago, got a job as motorman with the Chi- 
cago Railways company. During his stay 
here he went under the name of James R. 
Hill. 

Word of it crept around to the authorities 
at Cambridge, and by working through one 
_of his creditors the sheriff finally secured his 
‘address. The next day—July 1, 1911—he tele- 
graphed Inspector Hunt to arrest him asa 
fugitive from justice. For twenty-three 
days Nichols was under surveillance. Then 
A. R. Brinsfield, the sheriff of Cambridge, 
arrived with the indictments and Nichols 
was arrested. ; 

As soon as the sheriff secured extradition 
papers from Gov. Deneen Marquis Eaton se- 
cured a writ of habeas corpus. It was made 
returnable yesterday morning. Both sides of 
the suit agreed to be in court at 11 o'clock.

“I think the international arbitration trea- 
ties between the United States and England 
and the United States and France are a good 
thing,” he said. ‘‘ Such a treaty would be 
good also for Japan.” 


Sends Greetings by Wireless. 

The following message was sent by Ad- 
miral Togo by wireless before the liner 
reached port: 

“ Greeting to the American people: I ap- 
preciate sincerely ‘the rare honor of visiting 
America for the first time as the nation's 
guest and look forward to my sojourn in the 
greatest modern country as a suitable climax 
to my world’s tour.

measure. 

The state law provides that a peck of pota- 
toes shal) weigh fifteen pounds. This weight 
can only be obtadned by heaping the pota- 
toes up In a cone at the top of the measure.

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FOOD PRICES ADVANCE AGAIN 


Sugar, Canned Goods, and Meats 


Included in Raise. 


HEAT BOOSTS ALL CEREALS. 


Potatoes Drop a Little; Wholesale 
Coal Up 80 Cents a Ton. 


Substitution of the figure ‘S” for the 
cipher in advertisements of 10 cent cans 
of peas and 10 cent cans of tomatoes, to- 
gether with the disappearance of the sign 
reading ‘‘Twenty pounds of sugar for $1," 
yesterday marked a return of the bugaboo 
of 1910—the high cost of living problem. 

As in former years, the housewife with 
limited means-wil] be the chief sufferer, as 
the most pronounced Increases in costs are 
scheduled to affect the lowest priced food 
commodities on the market. A north side 
retailer in speaking of the advancing tend- 
ency of food prices said: 

“ There will be no 10 cent cans of peas sold 
by retailers this year, as the wholesale price 
has advanced so materially that grocers 
will not be able to retail any for less than 
15 cents @ can. The 10 cent tomato will 
also be replaced by a 15 cent can. 

Sugar Up 60 Cents a Hundred, 

“There has been a bulge of close to 60 
cents a hundred pounds in the price of gran- 
ulated sugar within a few days, and we have 
been forced to charge 6 cents a pound 
straight, whereas we have been in the habit 
of retailing sugar at 5% cents a pound, or 
twenty pounds for $1.” 

Other food commodities which have made 
a big upward jump in price in two weeks 
include salmon, now retailed at 22 cents a 
pound can for a fair grade of fish. These high 
prices are attributed to a ourtailment ip the 
pack due to a short catch of the fish. 

Fiour has a@vanced 20 cents a barrel this 
week, and there has been a similar return 
in the wholesalé price of cornmeal, barley, 
and @ther cereals. Dry, hot weather at the 
time érops were maturing is held responsible 


for the advanced prices of tomatoes, peas, | 


and cereals, while the upturn in sugar quo- 


| tations is attributed te a shortago in avail- 


abie supplies of Cuban and European raw 
sugar. 


Pork Loins Up 4 Cents, 

Meat prices have also developed soaring 
propensities within afew days. Pork loins, 
which sold at 14 cents a pound two weeks 
ago, are now heldat 18centsa pound. ‘Ham, 
bacon, lard, and other pork products have 
made proportionate gains. 

Potatoes have responded to more favor- 
able climatic conditions for the growing crop 
with a drop of 10 cents tn the retai} price. 

Wholesale values of coal have made «a 
gain of 26 to 30 cents a ton.

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TELLS HOW HE HUNTED MEN 


East Indian, Who Killed One Man 
and Shot Several, on Stand. 


Ever Since That Time He Has Been 
Wandering Over Earth. 


Before a coroner’s jury yesterday Moham- 
mad Husain, madman or murderer, told how 
he was led to his brief battle with the world 
at North Clark and West Washington streets 
on July 25. A few feet away sat Mrs. Archi- 
bald Hunt, 2011% Wabash avenue, widow of 
Husain’s only victim. The other persons 
struck by his three rifie bullets have recov- 
ered. Hunt died three days after the shoot- 
ing. 

With an uncanny precision Husain traced 
his life, year by year, from cities of India to 
Chicago. Simply and forcibly he told of his 
conviction that he was being hunted to death 
by the American people. It was easy to read 
between his prosaic statements his gradual 
capitulation to insanity. 


Shot in Head While in India. 

Born in India twenty-eight years ago, he 
had gone through high school and college, 
educating his brain to an impressionable de- 
gree. Shortly after his graduation he had 
been shot In a quarre) over a woman. The 
bullet struck him in the head, cutting his 
scalp. : 

From that day developed a love for wan- 
dering that took him in eight years to the 
Transvaal, back to India, then to San Fran- 
disco, Arkansas, San Francisco again, Wash- 
ington, D. C., New York, Ohio, Pittsburg, 
and, finally, Chicago. In Columbus, O., while 
working as an fron molder, he had an epliep- 
tic seizure. At Pittsburg he bought a rifle 
and two boxes of cartridges. intending to go 
hunting. This was the same rifie he brought 
to Chicago April 20. 

When he had been here six weeks he wae 
arrested for vagrancy and sent to the bride- 
well for fifteen days. He was released, al- 


ymost penniless, on July 20. Embittered by 


his imprisonment, which he considered un- 
just; {ll dressed, barred by color from lighter 
employment, he searched five days for work. 


Determines to Go Hunting. 

July 25 he determined to go hunting, think- 
ing that beyond the immediate limits of Chi- 
cago lay a wilderness such as he had known 
in his boyhood. It began raining, and his 
brain, curiously discouraged, drove him to 
ride aimlessly about on the street cars. Even- 
tually he landed at Clark and Washington 
streets. The firat of the story is in his own 
words: 

“T heard somebody cry, *‘ Shoot him—that 
fellow with the gun in his hand. It is better 
to kill him now.’ Then one man said, ‘I'!l 
go and get the gun.’ I thought I'd better save 
myself before they got the gun. I had some 
bullets in my pocket. I took three of them 
out and put them in the magazine and fired 
into the crow@. A policeman stopped me.” 

The coroner’s jury bound him over to the 


grand jury.

SAYS CITY HAS CONTROL. 


Counsel Places Policy Regarding Pre- 
payment with Aldermen. 


The fate of the pay-in-advance telephone 
rests with the city council 

Corporation Counsel Sexton rendered an 
opinion yesterday that the city has full au- 
thority to prohibit the Installation of cola 
boxes which require the depositing of a 
nickel before ‘‘ central’ will answer.* He 
declared that this authority is not covered in 
the company’s ordinance, but is included in 
the general police powers of the municipal- 
ity. 

he refused to paag on the technical question 
of whether this method of operation inereases 
or decreases efficiency, and urged that the 
council give that phase of the matter full 
consideration before it acts. The company 
is installing the “ tick-tick " boxes through- 
out the city gradually and insists that better 
service will result. 


Ald, Thomson Asks Opinion. 

Mr. Sexton's opinion was given In response 
to a request from Ald. Charles M. Thomeon 
of the Twenty-fifth ward, whose baliliwick 
was the first to be invaded by the pay-in- 
advance service through thé installation of 
the new type of boxes throughout the Edge- 
water exchange. 

In part the opinion follows: 

*“ Whether or not a coin box for receiving 
& cent pieces which must be deposited before 
communication can be had with ‘Central’ 
is an improvement over the coin box in which 
one drops a nickel upon request of * Central ’ 
is rather an engineering question than a legal 
one, and the council will unquestionably be 
able to determine this matter itself. At any 
rate. there is no provision in the telephone 
ordinance which would pfohibit the making 
of such a change by the telephone company. 


Sexton Sees Possible Faults. 

“!T recognize the fact that severe complaint 
will be made against the requirement, and 
that through carelese operation the coins so 
deposited frequently will not be returned to 
the ‘party calling. 

“In my opinion, if the use of the new device 
is unreasonable and unfair to the company’s 
subscribers, the city council has authority to 
pass an ordinance prohibiting this method of 
operation. The telephone company ordinance 
does not expressly authorize it, and by the 
exercise of the police powers thé city council 
can prohibit it.”’

But 
there was no one to direct her, and the result 
is that Mary Stasich’'s baby is dead, and she 
is in jail charged with a murder. 

“If there Wes a murder its real blame 
rests upon the people of Cook county—not on 
this poor, helpless, ignorant girl. There 
should have been some agency to take care 
of her; that there was no such agency Is the 
fault of the people in allowing such melad- 
ministration to exist.”’ 

Within the last month Mr. Bartzen has 
got into trouble twice over the death of in- 
mates or former inmates of the inetitutions 
which are under him.

MOBS CHECKED IN 
HAYTIAN CAPITAL 


German and British Marines 
Land to Protect Consu- 
lates from Pillagers. 


REBELS IN TWO FACTIONS. 


Clash Expected Between Sup- 
porters of Rival Aspirants 


that Mr. Leishman will be succeeded at Rome | 


for Presidency. 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, Aug. 3.—With Presi- 
dent Simon exiled and the government with- 
out a head, disorder prevails here. 

The capital is occupied by two rival revo- 
lutionary parties headed respectively by 
Gen. Cincinnatus Leconte, a former minister 
of the interior, and Gen. Antenor Firmin, 
who deserted his post as Haytian minister 
to Great Britain to join the revolt against 
President Simon. 

Late today the feeling between the Le- 
contists and Firminists became more acute 
and grave developments are expected. The 
revolutionists refused to accept the authority 
of the committee of safety as arranged by 
the diplomatic corps and a new committee 
is being chosen. 

Small detachments of revolutionists came 
into the town throughout the day and it was 
expected that the main bodies of the revo- 
lutionists would enter the capital this even- 
ing. 

Foreign Marines on Shore. 

A detachment of marines was landed 
from the German cruiser Bremen last night. 
They occupied the German legation and the 
banking houses of Keitel & Co. and Herr- 
mann & Co. 

This morning marines from the British 
warehip Melpomene occupied the British con- 
sulate. The only foreign marines in the 
city before this morning were the forty men 
from the Bremen. 

Some disappointment was expressed that 
American marines were not landed. Min- 
ister Furniss, it is understood, did not ap- 
prove the landing of armed forces. The 
German minister, however, said he would 
accept responsibility for the landing of the 
men from the cruiser Bremen and further 
that he had decided to send additional forces 
ashore to guarantee the security of the town. 

Revolutionary troops under Gen. Leconte 
and the Firminists’ leader, Gen. St. Juste, are 
marching hither from Cape Haytien. The 
location of Gen. Firmin himself is not kown 
here. There is some fear that the two 
revolutionary parties will clash when their 
leaders meet in Port-au-Prince. Meantime 
a sort of armistice between the two fac- 
tions has been arranged and this is being 
observed by the rebel forces still outside. 


Homes of Officials Sacked. 

As near as can be determined, about thirty 
persons were killed last night. Investiga- 
tion shows that the monetary damage done 
was greatér than at first supposed. The 
homes of most of the high officials of the 
Simon government were sacked. The Italian 
and Dominican merchants armed themselves 
and protected their shops from: the lawless 
ones. 

Some of the soldiers refused to lay down 
their arms when ordered to do so, and there 
were occasional conflicts between the soldiery 
and civilians. It is estimated that forty 
persons were Killed during the occupation of 
the city by thé revolutionists and subsequent 
rioting. 

Antoine Simon, the deposed president, is 
still on board the American schooner Brad- 
ford C. French, which is anchored In the har- 
bor under the protection of the guns of the 
American cruiser Chester. He is awaiting 
the arrival of a fruit steamer for Kingston, 


Jamaica. 


PROTEST BY UNIONIST PEERS 


Action of Government in Getting

LONDON, Aug. 3.—The Unionist peers, 
who, by their tactics in the veto bill crisis, 
have gained the name of “no surrender- 
ites," met today and decided to submit to 
the country a resolution condemning the ac- 
tion of the government in gaining the king's 
pledge to create a sufficient number of peers 
to enable the veto bill to pass through the 
upper house. 

The meeting was attended by Lord Hals- 
bury, the leader of the “dite in the last 
ditch’ faction; the Duke of Marlborough, 
Lord Selborne, who|has been put forth 
as the successor of the Marquis of 
Lansdowne, Uniorlist leader in the up- 
per house, and Lord Hugh Cecil, the latter a 
member of the house of commons and one 
of the recalcitrant members of that body. 

Lord Hugh, who is opposed to the leader- 
ship of A. J. Balfour, was one of the leading 
lights in the disorderly scene in the commons 
a few days ago when Premier Asquith at- 
tempted to makea statement. 

The resolution, which the meeting today 
decided to submit to the country tomorrow, 
reads, “ We support Lord Halsbury in Ais 
determination never to yield to the pre- 
mier's threat to overthrow, by a gross abuse 
of the royal prerogative, the right and the 
liberties of the inhabitants of the United 
Kingdom vested in the ancient government 
of the realm by the king, lords, apd cem- 
mons.”

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NEW COURTCHECK 
ON TOBACCO TRUST 


Federal Tribunal Restrains It 


from Extending Business 
in Any Manner. 


BLOW AT CONCERN’S PLAN 


Order of Dissolution Must Be 
Carried Out to Letter by 
Specified Time. 


New York, Aug. 8.—A decree was handed 
down by the United States Circuit court here 
today on the mandate of the United States 
Supreme court, enjoining the defendants in 
the American Tobacco company case, their 
agents, and servants, from doing any act 
which may further enlarge and extend the 
power of the combination by any means or 
device whatsoever. The decree is understood 
to be directed against plans which have been 
outlined for thé re-creation of the company. 

The order was issued after a comference 
held this afternoon by Justices Lacombe, 
Ward, and Noyes of the Circuit court and a 
great army of counsel that figured in the 
prosecution and defense of the tobacco trust. 
The decree goes over the history of the case 
against the tobacco trust, and before giving 
its own decision quotes its authority in the 
matter from the Supreme,.court decision. 


Court Threatens Receiver. 

In accordance with the Supreme court 
ruling, the defendants are given six months’ 
time from June 30, 1911, with a possible ex- 
tension of sixty days, in which to bring about 
a new condition tn their business in harmony 
with the law. 

In case the tobacco trust is not dissolved 
by that time according to some plan agreed 
upon the Circuit court will either issue an in- 
junction to restrain the movements of the 
products of the combination In the channels 
of interstate commerce or will appoint a 
receiver. 

The counsel who met with the justices of 
the Circuit court previous to the issuance 
of the decree, came to advise with them and 
to work out some plan for the dissolution of 
the tobacco trust in compliance with the 
Supreme court decision. How much of a 
plan the counsel for the defendants have 
ready is not known. 

Attorney General George W. Wickersham, 
Special Assistant United States Attorney 
General James C. McReynolds, United States 
District Attorney Henry A. Wise and his 
assistant, James R. Knapp, were present for 
the government. 

Defense Well Represented. 

The counsel for the defense included Ju- 
lius Parker and Delancy Nicoll for the 
American Tobacco company, William B. 
Hornblower and J. Norris Miller for the Brit- 
ish-American Tobacco company, Sol M. 
Strook for the United Cigar Stores company, 
anJ Lewis Cass Ledyard. 

.The decree of the Circult court, after stat- 
ing that the Supreme court had deciared the 
combination to be an illegal one, went on: 

*“ Pending the dissolution of the combina- 
tion and the re-creation from the elements 


now composing it of a new condition honestly . 


in harmony with the law, under the direction 
of this court, all defendants, their agents, 
and servants, are hereby restrained and en- 
joined from doing any act which might fur- 
ther extend or enlarge the power of the com- 
bination by any means or device whatso- 
ever.”

Henry Miller, discussing the art of acting with 
a San Francisco interviewer, facetiously pro- 
nounces ft less a matter of inspiration than of 
perspiration. He is on the coast now rehearsing 
his new play, “The End of the Bridge,” writ- 
ten by Miss Lincoln of Radcliffe, who won a 
prize offered by Mr. Miller with it. It seems 
that Prof. Baker of Harvard, at whose feet the 
author sat, had much to do with its composi- 
tion, and Mr. Miller waxes encomiastic when he 
speaks of that excellent tnstructor. : 

“Who. is the biggest man in the American 
theater today?” he inquires. “Is it any of the 
great actors or one of the powerful managers? 
No, in my opinion it is Prof. Baker of Harvard 
university—a man of theory, as the theatrical 
business man might scornfully term him. I 
put on plays, not because I think they are per- 
fect, but because they are the best that come 
to. me. But he is seeing to it that better 
plays are produced, encouraging young talent, 
stimulating playwrights to higher things, inspir- 
ing a group of earnest workers, and establish- 
ing both the theory and practice of playwrit- 
ing in the schools. Some of the best plays 
and dramatists of America, from William 
Vaughn Moody down, may be traced directly 
to’ his influence. I am sympathetic with that 
work in the colleges. I am with the man 
who says the theater is a place of thought. 
Even the amateur has my respect because he 
is a lover of the playhouse. A serious view 
of the theater is very welcome and beneficial, 
and if it sometimes leads to controversy, why 
a clash of minds is a beneficial thing, too. At 
least, it presupposes that there must be minds 
to start with.”

Rice with Meat. 

ICH is an ideal food to use with beef, 

veal, chicken, and turkey—with all lean 

meats, in fact. It not only extends 

their flavor, but with them forms «4 

balanced and complete ration—a per- 
fect) combination of proteid, fat, and carbo- 
hydrates. 

In many countries rice is almost the in- 
variable ingredient or accompaniment of all 
cheap meat dishes—stews. The Creoles of our 
own country call one of their most character- 
istic dishes, which is made of meats, fish, etc., 
and rice, “ Jambalaya.” The only invariable 
ingredient of this is the rice. The other in- 
gredients change according to the supplies on 
hand. There are crab, shrimp, oyster, and 
crawfish jambalayas. 

The following jambalaya of meat is vouched 
for by a high authority as coming straight 
from a Creole cuisine: Cut a pound of fresh 
pork into pieces an inch square and chop fine 
two or three onions, Put a large tablespoon 
of sweet lard into a deep saucepan and when 
hot add the pork with the onions and let them 
brown, stirring for five minutes, 
about the same amount of chopped ham as of 
poyg{ and a quarter of a pound of chopped 
Vienna sausage. Next add the herbs, a bay 
leaf, a little parsley, two cloves with a salt 
spoon of salt, and brown a few minutes longer. 
When all are nicely browned add two quarts 
of hot soup stock or hot water. Let it cook 
about ten minutes. When boiling nicely add 
a cup of rice washed and dried, t boil until 
the rice is tender, stirring frequently to keep 
from burning. Season with cayenne and ta- 
basco or chili sauce, Serve very hot in bowls 
or plates,

Jambalaya.—One pound of pork sausage, 
one-half pound of rice, one-half can of toma- 
toes, one rather large onion. Fry sausage and 
onion (sliced) in a tablespoon of meat drip- 
pings or lard. Wash rice in three or four 
waters and put it and the tomatoes in a large 
kettle, add sausage and onion and drippings 
and let simmer gently until rice is done— 
about half an hour. If necessary add one cup 
of boiljng water to the tomatoes, Serve pip- 
ing hot.—E. D. Ball, 2152 Racine avenue, 

Servian Rice Meat.—Wash one pound and @ 
half of beef from shoulder and cut in about 
one inch squares. Heat some lard in frying 
pan, put in one large onion cut in small pieces 
and let it yellow. Then put in the meat, one 
tablespoon of salt, one teaspoon of paprika 
and stir well. Cover and let cook slowly over 
a small fire. When half done add two soup 
ladies of water. After washing same add one- 
half pound of rice and let cook slowly until 
tender. If the water cooks away and the rice 
is not soft, add more water. Taste before 
serving and if necessary add salt and pepper. 
—Mrs. M. Tewels, 5317 Michigan avenue. 

Mutton Stew with Rice.—Cut one pound of 
meat from neck of mutton, with a very little 
fat, into inch squares, Add one-third of a 
carrot and one onion cut in thin slices. Put 
over fire with enough water to cover and let 
simmer for two hours. Now add one teaspoon 
of salt and one salt spoon of white pepper, 
together with one sprig of parsley finely 
minced. Mix one rounding tablespoon of flour 
with two tablespoons of cold water, add to the 
stew and cook five minutes. ‘Place the stew 
neatly in a platter and add thé boiled rice a 
spoonful at a time around the edge to form a 
border. Boiled rice: Wash one-half cup of 
rice, add one quart of boiling water and one- 
half teaspoonful of salt. Let it boil for twen- 
ty-five minutes. Drain off the water and let 
dry. —-M. lL

Meat Balis.—Grind or chop fine suffictent 
remnants of cold beef to make a teacupful 
when firmly pressed down. Add a teacupful 
of cold rice and season with salt and pepper. 
Beat one egg and add to it two tablespoons 
of milk, Pour about two tablespoons of this 
over the meat and rice to bind them together. 
If too dry add a little broth or milk. Dip out 
a spoonful of the mixture at a time, roll in 
cracker crumbs or dry bread crumbs, then in 
the egg, then again. in crumbs. Fry in just 
enough lard and butter mixed to crisp on both 
sides. Serve immediately.—Mrs, W. O. War- 
rick, Goshen, Ind. 

Round Steak Stewed with Rice.—Cut one 
and a half pounds of round steak into two 
or three inch squares, put in pot to steam 
without water. Slice onion and fry, add to 
steak in pot and season with salt and pepper. 
Cut up tomato and add with enough: water 
to cover bottom of pot.” Let boil slowly for 
two or three hours. Wash rice and add with 
a little water three-fourths of an hour before 
serving. Boil slowly and stir, serve while

If the percentage of increase—or 
12% per cent—in the outlying parts of the 
town and county are maintained, south, west, 
and north Chicago should be conceded valu- 
ations in the neighborhood of $1,360,000,000, 
giving 8 total for the county of $2,194,900,- 
@00, compared with $1,948,784,025 in 1910. 
Recently the board hes estimated that the 
taxable value—one-third the real worth—of 
the county would be about $710,000,000, which 
ip under the present estimate. 


Wait on Supreme Court. 

It will be impossible to approximate the 
total wealth of Cook county until the Su- 
preme court decides if the board of assessors 
or the board of review has jurisdiction over 
capita] stock assessments. To.these valua- 
tions will be added railroad property, figured 
by the state board of equalization, capital 
gtock of mercantile and manufacturing con- 
cerns, and personalty.

Being Fourth of a Series of Articles Bearing on the 
international Aviation Meet Which Opens in Chicago 


DESCRIBED BY WM. B. STOUT. 
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WINGS WARPED TO 


HE news of Atwood's fiying over New 
York City, circling the skyscraper dts- 
trict and landing on Governor's island, 
and later of his flight to Washington 
and his visit to the president, was the 

first that many people knew of the existence 
of any such flying machine as the Burgess- 
Wright. 

This machine is a copy of the standard 
Wright machine as built by a famous firm of 
boat builders in the east, the differences 
between the eastern product and the real 
Wright filler being only in details, as the 
power plant, propellers, and transmission 
system of the Burgess machine is bought di- 
rect from the Wright factory and used under 
license. 

The public ts fairly familiar with the 
Wright type of machine, so that no detailed 
description of the great double surfaced tour- 
ing mount which holds all American records 
for American machines is necessary. 

The Wrights build their own motor and, 
in fact, every part of their biplane in their 
own factory at Dayton. 

As it first appeared, the Wright machine 
had no tail, but an elevator at the front, mov- 
able to steer up and down and extremely 
sensitive. This was later supplemented by a 
tall at the rear behind the rudders, and after 
a trial of this for a time the elevator was left 
off entirely, leaving the pilot out in front 
with nothing behind him and a clear vision 
of what was before him except for the skids 
sticking out in front. 

The Wrights have always used two pro- 
pellers driven by chains from the main motor 
shaft. One of the chains is crossed so that 
the propellers rotate in opposite directions. 

By this method the propellers do not need 
to rotate at such a high speed as where there 
is but a single one on the shaft of the motor 
direct, as in most other types, the slower 
speed making for much greater efficiency in 
the propellers and doing away at the same 
time with the gyroscopic force of a rapidly 
rotating wheel 

The wheels rotating in opposite directions 
in the Wright flier entirely eliminates this 
gyroscopic force which has been so danger- 
ous to aviators. 

On the other hand, there is a certain danger 
in the event of one propeller or the other 
breaking and thus varying the thrust and 
throwing it all to one side. 

For efficiency, it is doubtful if any Ging 
machine equals the Wright, for its motor is of 
less power than that of nearly every other 


machine, and yet the biplane climbs at as 
steep if not a steeper angle than any other. 
Working out the angle of climbing, the 


REGAIN BALANCE ~~ 
weight and the horsepower, and reducing it 
to figures, shows an efficeincy of the Wright 
machine of close to SO per cent, which is 
high for this stage of the game. 

About the most interesting part of this 
machine is the system of control. 

The main wings are made in sections and 
the outer sections on either side are wired 
up in a fashion so that they are left flexible 
and can be twisted or warped by a lever in 
the operator’s hands, and yet are rigid to 
all wind effect. 

Thus by working the lever in his hand 
the pilot can twist the wings so that the 
right one wilh give greater lift and the left 
one less, which wil bring the right side 
up of course, or he can do the reverse. Thus 
if he is flying along and a wind gust strikes 
the left wing and sends it up, thus starting 
to upset the machine, the operator can shift 
the lever to decrease the lift on the high 
side and increase it on the low side, thus 
bringing the machine back to an even keel. 

Of course, the wing warping will caure 
more drag on one side than the other and 
thus tend to turn the machine so thet ths 
rudder at the rear must be used to counter- 
act this effect. It is this combination action 
of the wing warping and ruddere that con- 
stitutes the basis of the Wright patents, 
the Wrights having their control automati- 
cally arranged so that warping the wings 
turns the rudder at the same tima the con- 
trol wires being interconnected. 

I once saw Hoxey fiying in a wind of 

something over thirty miles per hour and. at 
an elevation of close to a thousand feet, he 
must have been poised absolutely without 
forward motion for fully ten minutes, merely 
fighting the wind. Then opening his throttle 
he swung to the left and swooped away with 
the wind at a speed which musi have been 
well over seventy. 
- Wing warping seems to be the most effi- 
cient method of control yet devised, er- 
abling the Wright to combat winds which 
keep other makes indoors. 

One of the greatest reasons for the success 
of the Wrights in the first place wags their 
painstaking experimenting, and their great 
amount of laboratory work, which they are 
hy no means neglecting now. In view of 
what is being done in their plant at Dayton 
and the amount of secret work that is going 
on, one is led to expect that shortly the 
Wrights will bring out a further improved 
machine and if they do we may rest assured 
it will be worthy of the attention of the 
aeronautical world. 

Atwood himself is to fiy the Burgess-

BIPLANE FALLS; HURTS SEVEN;

IN GAS RATE WAR 


City’s Lawyers Delay Answer 
to Company’s Suit to En- 
join Reductions. 


LIKE GIBBONS’ DECISION. 


Hearing Not Due Until Autumn; 
Court’s 80 Cent Decree Ef- 
fective Next Monday. 


The activity of the last few days tn the 
court battle between che Peopie’s Gas Light 
and Coke company and the city subsided yes- 
terday. The echoes of the heated arguments 
in Judge Gibbons’ court died away and all 
was peace and qulet. 

The city is expected to make the next move, 
but it will probably be several days and pos- 
sibly several weeks before the step is taken. 
Corporation Counsel William H. Sexton will 
gO to White Lake, Mich., tonight for a week 
or ten days. During his absence Maclay 
Hoyne, his first assistant, is expected to 
begin the preparation of an answer to the 
bill which the gas company filed in the Circuit 
court last Monday. Mr. Hoyne, however, 
will also leave town the latter part of next 
week. He will take an eastern trip. 


Decision Pleases City’s Lawyers. 

The city’s lawyers are well pleased with 
the order which Judge Gibbons issued 
Wednesday afternoon, but they show no dis- 
position to hurry the trial of the case. Judge 
Gibbons’ order restrains the enforcement 
of the rate ordinance passed by the city 
council last month and orders the gas com- 
pany to charge 80 cents per 1,000 feet of gas 
while the ordinance is being tested in the 
courts. 

No attempt will be made to have the case 
set for hearing before fall. Most of the judges 
are now away on theirvacations. The oity’s 
lawyers and James F. Meagher, counsel for 
the gas company, will endeavor to select a 
judge to preside at the trial of the case. In 
the meantime the city’s lawyers will take 
their time in preparing thejr reply to the al- 
legations made by the gas company in its 
bill. 


Company Waits City’s Answer. 

Attorney Meagher will make no further 
move until the city files its answer. The 
city’s lawyers probably will not do this for 
@ month or six weeks. 

The rate ordinance passed by the city coun- 
cil fixed the rates to be charged at 75 cents 
for the first year, 70 cents for the second and 
third years, and 68 cents for the fourth and 
fifth years. If at the end of a year the case 
is still pending in the Circuit court, Corpora- 
tion Counse!] Sexton may ask the court to {m- 
pound from the gas company’s receipts the 
difference between the 80 cent rate pre- 
scribed by Judge Gibbons and the 70 cent 
rate which would be in force at that time 
had the restraining order not been issued. 


Lower Rate Begins Monday. 

Attorney Meagher spent all day yesterday 
in conference with gas company officials, 
planning the adjustment in tne books and 
records, preparatory to the reduction to 80 
cents, which becomes effective Monday. All 
bills sent out Monday will be made out at 
the present 85 cent rate, as the meters will 
have been read before the 80 cent rate be- 
comes effective.

INTERNATIONAL ARRITRATION. 
To what extent the cause of peace has 
been advanced by the signing of arbitra- 
tion treaties by the United States and 
France and by the United States and 
Great Britain can only be a matter of 
conjecture. ue 
Great Britain and France, both dis- 
turbed and at times harassed by aggres- 
sive, pusbing Germany, have agreed to 
submit even such questiqns as touch vital 
interests and national hongr to arbitration 
in case the controversy be with the United 
States. : ‘ | 
Thus the: cause of universal peace has 
moved, as it must necessarily, along the 
line of least resistance. No statesman in 
the three nations believes war with the 
United States a possibility in this genera- 
tion or the next. The contact of these 
three powers with each other is without 
annoying friction. if 
Whether such a treaty would hold back 
the passions of a nation once aroused is 
gnother question. Possibly, as the Ger- 
man chancellor has predicted, it would 
“burn like tinder ” in the blaze of popu- 
lar fury if an unpardonable offense against 
national honor or a material aggression 
against national interests were committed 
by one of the signatory powers against 
another. | 
It is reasonable, however, to suppose 
that the treaties will prevent an accymu- 
latien—of grievances which in their sum 
total would produce this passion. Un- 
doubtedly they will serve their purpose 
during their life, and if they be renewed 


jt will be an indication that arbitration is 


establishing itself firmly as a substitute 
for war in the relations of nations with 
each other. | 

It ie significant that Great Britain has 
modified itg treaty with Japan to make it 
conform with the terms of the arbitration 
treaty with the United States. That also 
was an affirmation of national belief. 
Great Britain does not consider war a 
possibility in its relations with this coun- 
try. The treaty affirms this feeling.“ 
It is a notable step in international pro- 
cedure. Disarmament is not considered. 
Great Britain, France, and the United 
States will not reduce their appropriations 
for war now that they have declared for 
peace. It is merely a first step, but one 
which reflects credit on the statesmanship 


of President Taft, who made the pro- 


posals, and on the British and Frenck 
governments which accepted them, 

Furthermore, ag a significant sign, it 
may be noted that the German government 
is not sustained wholly by popular feeling 
in its first cold denial that any value could 
attach ta such agreements and that Ja- 
pan, with which the United States has 
found causes of friction, professes a will- 
ingness thus to bind itself. 
The United States senate refused to rat- 
ify a comprehensive treaty submitted by 
the Roosevelt administration, but the 
agreements to be submitted now are 
thought to remove objections, and it is ox- 
pected that the consent of the senate will 
be obtained. 

The three nations wil] then have taken 
a step toward the ideal in regulating their 
conduct toward each other. 


A VANISHING SCOURGE. 

Mr. John Burns, the laborite member of 
the Asquith eabinet, has just given some 
interesting statistics in an address open- 
ing the. annual conference of the British 
National Association for the Prevention of 
Consumption. He deelared that * tubereu- 
losis in all its forms is a declining dis- 
ease” and that “in twenty-five or thirty 
years its annihilation ought to be effected.” 

The rate of decrease in different coun- 
tries is, indeed, interesting, in some cases 
surprising. ne 

In ten years in England and Wales consumption 
bas diminished 19 per cent, in Scotland 24 per 
cent, in Ireland 24 per cent, in Germany 15 per 
cent, in London 30 per cent, in Berlin 24 per cent, 
and in Paris only 4 percent, In fifty years tuber- 
culosis has declined over 50 per cent for all ages 
and between birth and 25 years ef age it has 
been reduced by; 70 per cent. 

Discussing eauses of the decline Mr. 


Burns believes that the coincident decline 
of the per capita consumption of liquor is 
significant and declared that “both are 
coneurrent with better housing and all are 
collateral with the growing education, so- 
briety, better homes and social improve- 
ments of the people and their moral eleva- 
tion.” 
To the American this progress of the war 
against the “ white plague” offers great 
encouragement. Our task should be easier 


and shorter. 


CENSURABLE ECONOMIES. — 

The city shares ip the net earnings of 
the traction companies. Hence it is de- 
sirous that the companies should in every 
legitimate way reduce operating expenses 
and thus add to its profits as well as their 
own. But the city does not sanction and 
wil] put a stop to attempts to cut down ex- 
penses where impairment of service is a 
necessary consequence. The maintenance 
of the best possible service is the first re- 
quirement; the net earnings are a secondary 
matter. : 3 | | 

When the number of cars running on a 
particular line—Milwaukee or Piston ave 
nue, for instance—is lessened, there is a 
reduction in operating costs, but the public 
is inconvenienced. People have to wait 
longer for a car, and it is crowded when 
they get it. A company may say that it in- 
tends to make up for the smaller number of 
cars by having the motormen go at a higher 
rate of speed than formerly. But that has 
its manifest dangers. Accidents, of which

| likely to happen. It does not do to try to 
| make up for a car shortage by excessive 
shortening up of the schedules. 
/ A company, should have in seryice on 
eyery line cars enough to meet all reason- 
able demands. As the nymber of patrons 
increased it should put on more. Taking 
off cars in the face of an increasing need 
for them should be an unheard of thing. 
Yet it is charged that this has happened on 
some lines. If so the offending company 
should be ordered peremptorily to restore 
those it has taken off, and, if necessary, put 
on more. There should be no toleration 
of economies which annoy and injure the 
public, even though they might add a lit- 
tle to the city’s receipts from the traction 
companies. i 
CHEAPER GAS. 

Chicago householders should arise with 

light hearts next- Monday. It will be the 


85 cent rate will then become a thing of 
the past. It should have ended last Febru- 
ary, but let that pass, A reduction has been 
secured at last and consumers welcome it. 
They can afford to await philosophically 
the result of the impending two years of 
more of litigation between the city and the 
company. While the suit is dragging its 
slow length along through state and federal 
courts consumers will be paying 6 per cent 
less for gas than of old, and if it should be 
decided finally that 76 cents for the com- 
ing year and 70 cents for the two years 
following are fair rates they will get sub- 
stantial rebates.

There is no one more enthusiastic than the 
Duke of Sutherland about the future of the 
western provinces of Canada, and apparent- 
ly he is communicating his enthusiasm to his 


land by the present government as “ selfish 
landlords,”’ are likely to find a warm welcome 
in Canada. 
Of course, to Canada the advantage of hav- 
‘ing new land settled by gkiliful and thrifty 
agriculturists as tenant farmers of great 
English nobles who have vast wealth at their 
command to give financial backing and moral 
support to their tenantry, is of undeniable 
advantage to the dominion; at any rate fora 
considerable time to come.

Archduke Francis Ferdinand finally has 
determined not to purchase the castle of 
Orth on the Gmunden lake in upper Austria, 
which belonged to ex-Archduke John Salva- 
tore, recently declared dead after a disap- 
pearance of over tw years. The result 
is that the ata tia ee are about 
to be offered for sale by public auction. 

Strictly speaking. there are two castles— 
one on the mainland and the other ona rocky 
island connected with the mainland by an 
artificial causeway. Both are old, dating 
from the sixteenth century, the castle on 
land being in better repair than the other. 
The contents have been valued at about 
$1,500,000, and they comprise some superb 
tapestries, fine furniture, and all sorts of 
bric-a-brac. 

Unless some American or European witha 
large fortune steps in and buys these two 
chateaux, which are situated in the most pic- 
turesque portion of the Gmunden lake, it is 
expected they will be converted into a sani- 
tarium for the treatment of nervous diser- 
}. ders. 


Lord Rendlesham, whose right hand has 
just been amputated owing to blood poisen- 
ing resulting from the sting of an insect, is 
over 70 years old, one of the begt known fig- 
ures in English life, and perhaps the most 
popular all round sportsman in the United 
Kingdom. He has held office several times as 
steward of the Jockey club, has achieved 
distinction as a shot, as a yachtsman, and in 
the hunting field. He has no seat in the hou 
of lords, his peerage being an Irish ote on 
first, indeed, created after the act of the 
union. 

He makeg his home at Rendlesham, a beau- 
tiful place in Suffelkshire, which old Peter 
Theljysson bought in the eighteenth century 
from the Wombwell family. The Rendle- 
sham peerage is peculiar in the fact thatitis 
the only one held by @ family of Swiss origin. 
For Peter Thellusgon, who bought Rendle- 
sham, was born at Geneva as a Swiss citizen 
and as the son of that Isaac Thellusson who 
figured as Swiss ambassador at the court of 
Louis XV. 

Peter Thellugson came to London in 1762 
at the age of 25, seoured letters of naturali- 
zation ag an Englishman, embarked in busi- 
ness, and accumulated a large fortune, esti- 
mated at about $5,000,000, by successful in- 
vestments, enterprises, and speculations, as 
well as by avarice. He seems to have been a 
most disagreeable old man, with a harsh, 
hard voice, who so terrerized his family that 
his wife is said to have died of a broken heart, 
while after his death his portrait, which still 
figures at Rendlesham hall, was shot full of 
holes by his sons when they found that ac- 
cording te his will neither they nor their 
children were to enjoy any of the vast prop- 
erty he had left behind him. 


~~ 

The will provided that the fortune should 
go on acoumulating at compound interest 
during the lives of his eight sons and of his 
grandchildren. Then the entire property was 
to be conveyed te the senior great-grand- 
child on the condition that he assumed the 
name of Thellusson, if he did not already 
possess it at birth, and that in default of this. 
compliance with his wishes or in the event 
of there being no great-grandchild, the ac- 
cumulated fortune should be applied through 
the agency of the sinking fund te the reduc- 
tion of the national debt. 

His motive in making this will was partly 
due to a malignant hatred of his children and 
grandchildren, and party te vanity, anxious 
as he was that nearly a century after his 
death hie name should be perpetuated by the 
largest fortune in existence. 

Of course, his testamentary dispositions 
caused a great deal of controversy, criticism, 
and litigation, and led to the enactment by 
parliament of the Thellusson act, which be- 
came a law in 1800, and which makes it im- 
possible for personal property to be tied up 
for more than twenty-one years after a tes- 
tator's death. But the law was not retro- 
active and the will was upheld by decision of 
the house of lords in June, 1805. Litigation 
continued, however, among the various mem- 
bers of the family for the following fifty 
years or more, enriching generations of law- 
yers.

The last surviving grandchild died in Feb- 
ruary, 1856, and then a question arose as to 
whether the eldest male descendant or the 
senior male descendant of the eldest son 
should inherit the property, the matter being 
brought to a conclusion on final appeal) in 
1859 in favor of the senior male descendant of 
the eldest son—namely: the present and fifth 
Lord Rendlesham. 

It is said that owing to the extraordinary 
expenses of the sixty years of litigation the 
fortune which thus came into the possession 
of Lord Rendelsham wasdonly about twice 
the size of the wealth left by old Peter Thel- 
lusson at the time of his death. 

If Charles Dickens did not immediately in- 
tend the Thellusson case to be the original 
of “Jarndyce vs. Jarndyce,” he at any 
rate makes an obvious reference thereto in 
the preface of. “ Bleak House,” written in 
1853, in the following words: 

** There is another well known suit in chan- 
cery not yet decided which was commenced 
before the close of the last century and in 
which fabulous sums have been swallowed 
up'in costs. If I wanted other authorities

cient to protect them from germ laden dust being 
deposited on the food, and should be kept in display 
or show cases.

and tires, and the money will be divided 
among the winning drivers whose cars are 
equipped with any of the devices named. 
The driver who wins the Elgin national will 
stand a chance to pull down at least $1,500 
for first place. 

Berne Nadall, a former member of the 
technical committee of the C. M. C., in- 
formed Chairman Charles E. Gregory of the 
contest board that his firm would hang up 
$800 in cash, of which $500 is to go to the win- 
ner of the Elgin national and $100 to each of 
the three winners of the races on the first day. 
The provision is made that the successful 
cars must be equipped with Rayfield car- 
buretors.

Proposition to Guarantee 9 Per 
Cent on Common Shares. 


BACKED BY TRUST COMPANY. 


Corporation to Be Formed Under Maine 


Laws to Issue Bonds, 
\ A 


Boston, Mass., Aug. 8.—[{Special.]—Holders 
of the common stock of the Chicago Junction 
Railways and Union Stockyards com- 
pany are in receipt of a circular signed by a 
committee of which Richard Olney is chair- 
man. Other members of the committee are 
Samuel Carr, Guy Norman, L. Schoonmaker, 
E. V. R. Thayer, and F. R. Hart. The circu- 
lar says: 

“The earnings of the stockyards company 
and its connecting railroads depend largely 
upon a single industry and the continued 
profitable working of that industry in its 
present location. The situation at the pres- 
ent time is such that the income of the rail- 
ways and stockyards company is in effect 
limited to 8 per cent, and, furthermore, it is 
not certain that the present business will be 
permanent. 

“ Holders pf a large majority of the com- 
mon stock of the company have devised a 
plan which, if accepted by the remaining 
holders of the common shares, will have the 
effect of materially increasing the income to 
all of the common shareholders, as well as 
more definitely assuring the permanency of 
the company’s business. 


Terms of the Offer.

Believes Interstate Commerce 
Board Should Fix Charges 
Per Ton Mile. 


New York, Aug. 8.—John A. Topping, chair- 
tan of the board of directors of the Republic 
Iron and Steel company, which recently cut 
prices on steel products, told the house com- 
mittee of inquiry into the affairs of the 
United States Steel corporation today that no 
agreement to maintain prices existed be- 
tween the steel corporation and independent 
companies 

Ke discussed the control of ore freight ship- 
Ping from the Superior region to Pittsburg by 
the United States Steel éorporation. The 
rates, he declared, were excessive and he 
predicted that increasing strength of inde- 


‘pendent steel concerns eventually would force 


a change in these freight rates. 

He said he did not know of the existence of 
any agreement to maintain a level of prices 
as to ateel rails and other products. 

“ You know about the Gary dinners,”’ Rep- 
resentative Bartlett said. ‘“ Were they not 
to discuss prices and gentlemen's agree- 
ments? ” 

“I would not so characterize them,” Mr. 
Topping replied. 


The purpose of the Gary dinners, Mr. Top- | 


ping said, was a general desire on the part 
of steel men to discuss sociological, technical, 
and other questions of mutual advantage. 


Doubts Oapture of World. 


Chafrman Stanley asked the witness if 


he had been invited to attend the interna- 


: tional eomterenes of steel manufacturers at 


Brussels last July. He said he ned, but de- 
clined, 

Chairman Stanley read comments in a 
German iron journal! on the Brussels confer- 
ence, which charged that American steel 
men were attempting to introduce American 
trust methods to contro! steel prices of the 
world. 

“Do you believe,’ Mr. Stanley then asked, 
“that this effort made in Brussels to fx 
prices all over the world will egcape parlia- 
ments of Europe as price fixing has escaped 


| here and that this American institution can 


be fastened on the rest of the world?” 

“I doubt it,” said Mr. Topping, “ even if 
It were practical.’ 

Representative Sterling, following a revela- 


tion that steel consumers in Chicago are 


charged the Pittsburg price plus the freight 
rate from Pittsburg to Chicago on products 
made in Chicago plants, asked Mr. Topping 
if he thought it proper for the interstate 
commerce commission to put Pittsburg and 
Chicago on the same plane with reference to 


ore freight rates. 


“I think it proper,’’ Mr. Topping sald, 
“for the commission to make a rate based 
on a fair profit per ton mile.” 


Thinks Rates Too High: 

Chairman Stanley led the witness into a 
discussion of railroad freight rates charged 
by the Hil! and United States Steel corpora- 
tion railroads in the Lake Superior district. 

“T will ask you,”’ Mr. Stanley sald, 
the Republic Iron and Steel company now 
pays annually to these railroads from $800,- 
000 to $1,000,000 In the way of tribute in 
excessive freight rates?” 

Mr. Topping answered that he could not 
tell what excess was being pald because he 
did not know exactly what a fair rate should 
be , 
Before going into the steel price question 
Mr. Topping. who formerly was a member 
of the Tenneseee Coal and Iron company 
syndicate, told the committee that at the 
time of the transfer of the Tennessee com- 
pany to the United States Steel corporation

Chicago stocks were weak In sympathy with 
New York. Chicago Railways series 2 cer- 
tificates were the weakest on the list, the 
price declining from the high price, 34, to 32.

NEW YORK PRICES 
GO STILL LOWER 


Market Firm Early, but Day 
Ends with Net Losses 
Generally Small. 


GREAT NORTHERN LOSER. 


Northern Pacific Also Falls Off as 
Result of News of Damage in 
Spring Wheat States. 


(NEW YORK, TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER.) 

New York, Aug. 8—[Special.]—Some of 
the pressure under which the market ia- 
bored on Wednesday was iifted today, and, 
after an uncertain opening, a general, though 
limited, advance occurred. One of the note- 
worthy features of the trading was the resist- 
ance which prices offered to the reports of 


crop damage, particularly in the northwest- | 


en wheat states, which were accompanied by 
a rise of about 2 cents a bu in wheat and 
jesser advances in corn and oats 

There appeared, however, to be more or 
less selling of stocks by the same operators 
who were active in the grain market, and 
toward the close of the session on the ctock 
exchange the leading issues finally yielded tc 
the effect of those operations which linked 
the two markets. 


Net Losses Not Heavy. 
it was only in a few of the active stocks 
the net losses for the day amounted to as 
much as a point. Among these were Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific, the two roads 
most directly interested in the spring wheat 
yield. It would not be surprising between 
now and next Wednesday, when the govern- 
ment crop report is due, if speculative cir- 
cles should give currency to numerous dam-> 
age reports, but up to the present there seems 
little justification for the lowest of the es- 
timates of the wheat yield in the three prin- 
cipal spring wheat states. which are being 
discussed in connection with the present ad- 
vance in wheat and with the selling of stocks 
to the extent of which the latter is predicated 

in the position of the grain market. 


Reports of the railroads serving these states do 
not bear out the more disturbing of the current es- 
timates of damage, and it will not be surprising if 
these estimates are finally proven to have been 
much exaggerated. e 

The early firmness in the stock market today and 
the coincident advance in cotton were not alto- 
gether unrelated, although normally advancing 
cotton prices would be harmful rather than helpful 
to the course of prices on the stock exchange. 


Cotton Pressure Removed 


In part the rise in cotton appeared to be due to 
the removal of pressure which had been due to the 
uncomfortable position of an operator in that 
market, whose embarrassment was relieved by the 
transfer of a considerable block of securities To 
the extent to which the rise in the cotton market 
was due to this cause it naturally was a favorable 
factor on the stock exchange. 

There was better appreciation today of the fact 
that the passing of the dividend on American To- 
bacco common, which took the market by surprise 
the previous day, can in no way impair the post- 
tion of that stock in the reorganization which ts 
now being worked out. The company’s preferred 
stock was strong today, while both tesues of the 
bonds declined under fairly active selling. The 
American Tobacco company has been ordered to 
dissolve, but it {s understood that hope has not 
been abandoned by the company's management 
that a form of reorganization can be devised which 
will permit a continuance of its business with at 
least a fair degree of coiirdination between the 
parts which now £0 to make it up. 

There are vexaticus problems still to be solved, 
however, and the discussion of the plans for the 
reorganization will have to be carried further be- 
fore it can be determined, even with approximate 
accuracy, just how the present securities of the 
company will be handled. 


Standard Oil Declines, 

Further selling of Standard Oj! caused another 
sharp decline in that stock. It Is inevitable that 
until more light is thrown on the Industria! status 
of the many companies whose shares ere to be dis- 
tributed to the Standard O!! stockholders, the lat- 
ter, particularly the holders of smaller blocks of the 
stock, should feel some uneasiness over the pros- 
pect of receiving thirty odd fractional certificates 
for the sheres which they now hold. 

They naturally fee! the need of more informa- 
tion than will be available so long as the company 
adheres to the purpose which it has expressed of 
supplying no detailed information regarding the 
individual companies In advance of the distributten 
which has been decided upon as the means of com- 
plying with the decision of the United States Sv-
